Amendment #4 to 2019/2020 Action Plan - PY September 1, 2019 – August 31, 2020 

 
Notice of Change in Funding Allocation for the CDBG-CV funding in the 2019 Action Plan as a part of the 

City of Columbus 2019-2023 Consolidated Plan – Substantial Amendment #4 
 
The City of Columbus is providing public notice of the intent to amend the PY2019 Action Plan and the 
2019-2023 Columbus Consolidated Plan. The substantial amendment will reallocate funding within the 
PY2019 CDBG-CV allocation to reflect CARES Act supplemental CDBG funding (CDBG-CV) need for the 
rehabilitation of an Emergency Residential Shelter. The reallocation of funding categories for CDBG-CV 
to prevent, prepare for or respond to the Coronavirus Pandemic amendment includes benefit that will 
provide funds for Public Facilities: rehab to a facility serving as an Emergency Residential Shelter serving 
victims of domestic violence to meet increased need created by the pandemic (increased from $149,000 
to $187,367.67). The reallocation will reduce the Public Services allocation ($38,367.67). The total 
CARES Act supplemental CDBG -CV funding reallocated is $38,367.67 from Public Services to Public 
Facilities. 

The city will hold a public hearing concerning the reallocation of CDBG-CV funding. The Public Hearing 

will be held Wednesday, March 29, 2023, at 10:00 a.m., Columbus City Hall-Community 

Development Conference Room, 123 Washington Street, Columbus, Indiana. Citizens and 

organizations also have the opportunity to join the public hearing virtually through Webex as 

follows:
